JOHN HACKAY INTERVIEWED. 


Vhut He S *<il About Tuxei and High 


WnffM—Nevada Killing tbe Onom 
that It L.»ytng Go'den Kgg»—What 
Would Follow * Hednclionof Wa«««

Nevada, Union and Mexican Will 
Holit Their Ore.

D. G. Croly, President of the Bullion 
lub, had an interview with John W. 
[ackay. a couple of weeks ago, a report 
f which has been published in the New 
ork Graphic. 
\Ve copy: 


Mr. Mackay thinks that would-be pol- 
icians and office-seekers are altogether 
oo numerous in California. 
No State 


n the Union has fared worse from un- 
crupulous political adventurers than 
as this land of grain and gold. Mr. 
dackay is also inclined to believe that 
be farmers are not quite reasonable in 
heir adverse criticisms of the Central 
aciflc Bailroad. California would be 


a wretchedly poor State and its lands 
would be valueless without railroads. 
True, this corporation charges high 
•ates, but then the distances are great 
and the population sparse. 
With on 


,dded population will come lower rates 
of transportation, and the farmers will 
be cutting off their noses to spite their 
'aces if they cripple the railroad system. 
Mr. Mackay spoke with some slight 
tinge of bitterness in reference to some 
of the laws passed by the Nevada Legis- 


taxing mining properties. In 


Colorado it was decreed not to tax mines 
ur mining for ten years. 
This was to 


encourage the principal industry of the 
State. Communities that grow cotton 
or grain would never dream of the raw 
products of the earth, yet here was Ne- 
vada trying to kill the goose that was 
laying golden eggs for her, while Cali- 
fornia, under its new Constitution, has 
given notice to the world of its intention 
to tax and harass its mining industries. 
"Now," continued Mr. Mackay, "there 
is not a political economist of note who 
has written for the last 200 years who 
does not condemn as impolitic, unwise 
and unjust any taxation of raw material, 
be it cotton or grain, silver or gold, or 
whatever is taken from the earth by 
human hands, and yet here are the P»- 
cific States paying no attention to polit- 
ical economy or the teachings of history. 
During the last four years the bonanza 
firm have paid over $2,000,000 in taxes, 
not one cent of which should have been 
exacted." 


Your correspondent tried to get Mr. 


Mackay to define his position on the 
labor question, but he replied with great 
eserve. He said that he had been a 
miner himself, and believed in a fair 
.ay's wages for a fair day's work in his 
twn cose. He was quite willing to ac- 
ord to others what he had always de- 
manded for himself, yet when pressed 
or an answer Mr. Mackay was forced to 
admit that the $1 per day paid to the 
miners confined the extraction of bullion 
o high-grade ores. 
Were wages re- 


duced to $2 per day, he could at once 
rat 10,000 additional men at work on 
he Comstock lode. There were literally 
inudreds of thousands of tons of medium 


low-grade ores which could be im- 


mediately xitihzed for the markets of the 
world, it the price o£ labor were reduced 
one-half, but the mine owners were 
handicapped by heavy taxeb and high- 
priced labor as well as by costly ma- 
chinery and expensive wood and water. 
But Mr. Maekay wishes it understood 
that he would do nothing himself to 
force down the price of labor among the 
miners, 


Your correspondent asked Him if it 


did not seem to be supremely selfish for 
the Miner's Union to keep hundreds of 
laborers out of employment that they 
might get high wages, but he did not 
care to discuss that point. 


Mr, Mackay made no secret of his be 


lief that there was soon to be one bo- 
nanza upened on the Combtouk lode. I
